Woman Meteorologist Gives 
Helpful Hints For Farmers 


TORONTO, Feb, 14.—Women are 
not usually connected with meteor 
ology, climatology and other pha 
seg of translating climate and soil 
conditions into helpful hints for 
farmers—especially not women as 
young and pretty and feminine as 
Mre. Marie Sanderson, presently 
of Toronto, 

But Mrs. Sanderson, a native of 
Chesley, Ontario—and one of the 
few women climatologists on the 
continent—ls working hard at it 

She graduated in geography 
from the University of Toronto 
and then went to the University 
of Maryland to continue her stud- 
jes, There she switched to elima- 
tology after meeting Professor C. 


W. Thornthwaite, one of the 
world's leading authorities on the 
mibject, 


Mrs, Sanderson was brought up 
from the University of Maryland 
last year by Dr. H. B. Speakman, 
director of the Ontarlo Research 
Foundation, 

She had Just finished majoring 
in the subject and the foundation 
sorely needed ag climatologist— 
they're apparently a pretty rare 
species. 

A climatologist {s an expert, who 
makes a long-term study of the 
reports of meteorologists and re- 
duces all phases of recorded cli- 
mate conditions down to terms 
which can be of actual use to 
griculturalists, 

At all events the research foun- 


dation needed a climatologist—so 
Dr, Speakman found Mrs, Sander- 
son in Maryland, and brought her 
}to Ontario to work with the 
foundation, 

She was set to work on a study | 
of the moisture factor in the | 
climate of Ontario, 

She is also working on an ar- 
ticle, which she hopes will give a 
Canada-wide picture of moisture 
deficiency and surplus, 

Mrs, Sanderson was very busy 
during last summer proving the 
theory that vegetation has no bear- 
ing on the rate of evaporation .. . | 
but that the rate was due te eéli- 
matic conditions, 

At a vacant lot near Mount 
Pleasant Road, Toronto, Mrs. San- 
derson had four plots of ground. 
These plots were planted with 
timothy and crested grass seed,
